The  mine  Is  1,200  feet  deep  and 
one  of  the  company's  oldest  work> 
ings.  It  Is  believed  the  collapse  be- 
gan at  the  500-foot  level  and  worked 
downward.  Worthington  is  twenty- 
five  miles  from  here.

FREIGHT  RATES 
Dealing  briefly  with  the  freight 
rates  campaign,  the  Premier  pointed 
out  that  they  had  succeeded  in  hav- 
ing the  expert  rate  on  wheat  reduced 
from  thirty-one  cents  to  twenty 
cents  per  hundred  pounds.  At  the 
same  time  the  movement  in  grain 
through  our  ports  had  increased 
from  19.0()0,nO(.)  bushels  In  1923  to 
40,000.000  last  year,  and  in  view  of 
the  big  crop  on  the  Prairies  this  sea- 
son it  was  estinuted  that  75X100.000 
bushels  would  pass  through  before 
the  end  of  1098.  There  had  been  a 
saving  to  shippers  of  grain  alone  of 
$15,000,000,  and  probably  another 
$15,000,000  on  other  commodities 
from  the  reductions  secured. 
The  cost  of  the  campaign  had 
been  criticized,  and  ver  the 
total  to  the  province  from  1921 
to  1928  did  not  exceed  $160,000, 
and  that  Involved  the  emplo3rment 
of  rate  experts  and  solicitors,  besides 
counsel,  with  the  cost  of  traveling 
expenses  snd  traneortpts.  He  con- 
sidered the  nMvMi  Jwhiieil  the  ax- 
pendlttire.

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RAILWAY  LANDS 


We  learn  that  Chief  justice  Martin  of  Saskatche- 

^'  an.  who  ia  a  Commissioner  inquiring  into  the  return 
ol  the  railway  lands  to  British  Columbia,  hat  taken 
a  favorable  view  of  the  right  of  Mr.  R.  E.  Gosnell, 
of  Ottawa,  to  submit  evidence  dealing  with  the  mat- 
ter. Mr.  Gosnell's  statement  on  the  case  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  and  cojjies  of  it  have 
been  sent  to  the  Solicitor-General  of  the  Dominion 
and  the  Attorney-General  of  thit  Province.  I  here 
can  be  no  doubt  of  the  efficacy  of  Mr.  Gosnell's 
argument  on  the  subject :  indeed,  a  copy  of  it  is  now 
in  possession  of  The  Colonist.  Certain  documents 
which  require  to  be  copied  will  be  necessary  to 
substantiate  the  various  arguments  advanced,  but 
these  can  readily  be  obtained  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Provincial  Government.  Mr.  Justice  Martin 
says  that  the  Gosaall  statement  "puts  the  arguments 
for  the  Provmce  in  a  very  clear  and  comprehensive 
manner."  With  the  co-operation  of  Attorney  Gen 
eral  Manaon  in  assisting  the  fullest  presentation  of 
the  case  there  is  i  ^  .1  Mibt  that  progress  can  be  made 
towards  a  solution  of  this  problem. 


ON  THE  OFFENSIVE 


In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  political  party 
which  eventually  triumphs  at  the  polls  is  the  one' which 
is  always  on  the  offensive,  which  is  prepared  at  all 
times  with  a  constructive  platform  and  which  never 
hesitates  to  expound  explicit  statements  of  policy.  In 
the  realm  of  political  activity  the  lines  of  7 drres 
Vedras  do  not  constitute  good  strategy.  A  party,  if  it 
is  to  appeal  to  the  people  as  an  educative  force,  mutt 
have  a  definite-  rirot;ramme  of  constructive  works  and 
It  must  keep  that  programme  ever  in  the  forefront. 
It  was  while  in  opposition  that  Sir  John  Macdonald 
announced  his  National  Policy  which  is  still  the 
keynote  of  Canada's  prosperity.  Sir  John,  in  op 
position,  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions  and  h 
seized  upon  every  potsible  opportunity  to  educate  the 
l>eople  in  the  conception  he  entertained  for  building 
up  the  Dominion.  Ultimately  he  triumphed  becaute 
he  had  a  great  policy  and  was  able  to  make  it  under 
stood  by  the  jieople. 

In  both  the  national  and  provincial  arena  of  poli- 
tics the  time  has  arrived  for  the  definition  of  thoie 
programmes  which   the  Conservatives  will  put  into 
practice  if  elected  to  office.    Such  programmes  now 
exist,  but  they  call  for  redefinition  in  the  light  of 
present  day  conditions.    The  history  of  the  Federal 
(.  onservative  Party  is  one  of  constructive  political  and 
economic  achievements.    It  fathered  the  National 
Poliry;    under   its    mflnenre   the   Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  was  constructed;  with  its  support  the  rqlon- 
ixation   and   development   of  Western  C  anada  first 
rcOttVed  an  impetus.    It  was  a  Conservative  majority 
in  Parliament  which  created  the  Canadian  National 
Railways:  a  Conservative  Government  carried  the 
first  Dominion  Franchise  Act  and  subsequently  ex- 
tended the  franchise  to  women.     It  was  under  the 
Conservatives  that   the   Hudtont   Bay  Company's 
rights  over  the  Northwest  Territories  w«f«  extin- 
guished and  thin  great  area  added  to  the  Dominion 
in  a  political  sense.     I  hese  are  achievemenU  of  which 
any  party  can  be  legitimately  proud,  and  we  do  not 
doubt  that  their  ins()iration  will  lead  to  the  drawing 
up  of  a  platform  at  the  conung  Conservative  Conven- 
tioa  at  Winnipeg  that  will  eoolaia  an  intense  national 
appeal.

The  Provincial  Cooservatiw  Party  should  outline  a 
policy  respecting  the  future  of  the  Pacific  Great 
I^aalem  Railway  and  the  measures  that  will  be  taken 
•0  99mmf  up  provincial  lands  for  immigrants  and 
for  our  own  r^ople  ft  should  have  a  definite  in- 
dustrial policy  designed  to  promote  expansion  and 
t>revfnt  the  eiodua  of  young  people  from  the  Prov- 
mre  in  wareh  of  work.

VALUB  or  PASnumUATION 

Louis  Pasteur  wa.s  the  greatest 
authority  of  his  time  on  the  subject 
of  bacteriology.  He  demonstrated 
that  fermentation  and  putrefaction 
are  caused  by  the  presence  of 
countless  living  organisms,  and  that 
these  processes  can  be  slowed  down 
by  a  certain  degree  of  heat,  and 
stopped  altogether  by  Intense  heat. 

Tliere  is  a  vast  diflerence  between 
what  is  now  called  pasteurization 
and  that  of  sterilization.  When 
you  think  of  the  word  "pasteurize" 
you  immediately  think  of  milk,  al- 
though the  same  process  may  be 
applied  to  any  other  food  sub- 
stance. 

If  milk  is  allowed  to  stand  at  a 
temperature  above  490F.  it  will 
sour  within  twenty-four  hours. 
This  nurtng  proeeas  or  fermenta- 
tion 1&  caused  by  a  bacterium  or 
tiny  plant  which  enters  from  the  air 
and  dust  of  hou.se  or  barn,  and  m 
the  cour.se  of  its  growth  changes 
the  milk  sugar  to  lactic  acid.  When 
seven-tenths  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
milk  has  become  acid  the  milk 
coagulates  and  is  said  to  be  .sour. 

Milk  may  l»e  sterilized,  that  is. 
the  bacteria  in  it  may  be  destroyed 
by  keeping  milk  at  the  boi)in» 
point  for  some  lime.  This,  how- 
ever, changes  other  properties  61 
the  milk  and  lowers  Its  value.  The

souring  is  prohibited  In  most  placeis 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
since  the  chemicals  decrease  the 

digestibility  of  the  milk,  and  often 
affect  the  health  of  the  persons, 
especially  Infants,  drinking  It. 

Most  States  or  Provinces  have  a 
pasteurlaaUon  law  which  compels 
the  dairymen  to  heat  the  milk  to  a 
temperature  of  140  degs.  F.,  keep  it 
at  that  temperature  for  twenty 
minutes,  and  then  cool  it  quickly 
to  below  50  degs  K  This  changes 
the  chemical  composition  of  the 
milk  very  little,  but  i.s  ju.st  enough 
to  prevent  the  development  of 
either  putrefactive  or  disease 
bacteria. 

No  doubt  the  best  kind  of  milk  to 
use  is  that  fresh  from  a  healthy 
cow,  but  because  of  the  necessity 
for  so  much  handling  and  trans- 
portation It  has  been  found  that 
pasteurizing  the  milk  Is  the  safest 
plan  for  large  oommunltlea,  espe 
daily  where  the  laws  regarding  raw 
milk  ar»  vwy  lax.

Until  the  consumer  demands 
better  laws  for  the  inspection  of 
herds  and  dames,  it  is  probably  the 
safest  plan  for  the  average  family 
to  depend  upon  milk  which  has 
been  tmted  by  paateurlwUon.

There  had  been  a  request  made

province.  Dr  Tolmic  enumerated 
.some  of  the  lines  along  wiilcli  he 
would  advocate  a  change  which 
would  be  for  this  desired  end. 

He  recalled  the  violation  of  the 
promise  of  the  government  to  elim- 
inate the  patronage  system  and  al- 
luded to  caees  where  men  were  as- 
signed work  for  the  government 
until  election  day  was  oter  and  then 
discharged. 

There  were  improvements  that 
could  be  made  to  prevent  Conserva- 
tives being  discharged  simply  be- 
cause they  were  Canservattrsa  The 
letting  of  contracts  to  the  lowest 
tenderer  would  be  far  more  like  that 
of  a  buslne.s.s  administration  than 
what  was  now  done  It  would  al.so 
be  more  businesslike  to  see  that  the 
contracts  were  kept  nearer  wlUiin 
the  estihiates  than  at  the  preeent. 
There  would  not  be  an  Increase 
shown  of  five  times  the  amount  of 
rock  work  over  thAt  estimated. 

Under  real  businesslike  adminis- 
tration there  would  not  be  the  let- 
ting of  eontract,s  without  tender. 

Another  evidence  of  businesslike 
administration  would  be  the  making 
of  provision  for  the  cultivation  of 
lands  in  British  Ooliuibia  that  pro- 
truded ordinarily  above  water  be- 
fore draining  lakes  at  tremendous 
costs,  as  had  been  done. 

Businesslike  administration  WOOld 
call  for  the  o!n  r:iMon  of  railways  by 
men  who  h  i  i  <:<  understanding  of 
this  line  of  work  rather  than  by 
those  who  did  not  know  it. 

OLD  AGE  PENSIONS 
In  the  matter  of  old  age  pensions. 
Dr  Tolmie  .said  that  he.  In  com- 
mon with  all  the  members  of  the 
House  from  British  Columbia,  had 
supported  the  propoeaL  He  felt  that 
the  bill  could  have  been  improved 
very  much.  He  objected  to  the  un- 
necessary delay  In  putting  the  act 
into  operation  to  the  disadvantage 
of  those  who  needed  the  aid. 

Dr.  Tolmie  reiterated  his  belief  In 
the  keeping  of  the  raw  materials  In 
the  province  until  they  vara  as 
fully  manufactured  as  it  was  possi- 
ble to  have  them,  rather  than  ship- 
ping them  out  in  the  raw  .tatc  It 
was  true,  he  snid.  that  instances 
would  occur  where  it  would  i>e  ne(  - 
essary,  in  order  to  avoid  waste,  to 
allow  the  shipment  of  logs  out  of 
the  province  In  the  raw  state.  They 
would  have  to  apply  onrnmon  wise 
to  the  matter.
